Washington — The Department of 
State has reported that supplying 
countries have now formalized agree¬ 
ments with the United States to beep 
U.S. Imports of meat subject to the 
Meat Import Law below the 1978 
trigger level of 1,902.8 million 
pounds. This level of imports will be 
equivalent to about 7 percent of U.S. 
domeBtic production this year. 

Canada is taking part this year 
under a separate arrangement cover¬ 
ing the two-way trade in beef 
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Washington, March 18 — The 
National Cattlemen's Assn, reports 
that it opposes all of the proposed 
revisions of the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture's beef grading proce¬ 
dures. Opposition to the proposals has 
been unanimous from meat packers, 
processors and cattle feeders as 
regulations which will increase costs, 
without improving the meat situation 
insofar as consumers or safety are 
concerned. The rule on ungraded beef 
is seen as another attempt by 
eonBumer advocates in U3DA to give 
beef a blackeye, similar to the move 1 
by Asst. Secy. Carol Tucker Foreman 
| to label mechanically deboned beef aa 
"tissue from ground bone". 

I The association's position was 


explained at a USD A hearing by Bill 
Sinner, Casselton, N.D., chairman of 
the NCA Product Standards, Label¬ 
ing and Inspection Committee. The 
NCA board previously had voted to 
oppose the labeling and procedural 


appose the labeling and procedural 
changes suggested oy USD A. 

"These proposals would not be 
beneficial to either the consuming 
public or the cattle industry," Sinner 
said. “And costs to the feeders, 
packers and consumers would be 
Increased." NCA voiced particularly 
strong opposition to a proposal that afl 
beef carcasses be graded or marked 
"U.S. Ungraded."
